Gentlemen, I recently acquired a unusual key. It looks like a old Vibroplex 
and (some) of their parts kind of fit. The lever that the dot paddle and 
dash knob is down slanted at ~ 25 degrees. When you attach the usual paddle 
and finger knob, it looks odd and is very close to the dash adjusting 
screw. The dash and dot screws are big, they look like a 1/4" fine pitch 
thread and the knurled screw head and locking ring are ~ 5/8" in diameter. 


All the hardware top and bottom are buffed and polished Chrome plate. 
Very high quality. The base looks like it was Nickle plated. It is smaller, 
5/8 shorter and 1/8 less in width Than a J-36 There is no sign of a 
name plate, i.e. no drive screw holes etc. 


I would like to use it on the air, it has a good feel.

(kinda) ‘fit. The lever that the dot paddle and knob are attached to 
is designed with a ~ 25 degree down angle. When you attach a standard 
Vibroplex paddle and knob, it looks odd and is very close to the dash 
adjusting screw. Both the dot and dash knurled screws and the locking 
knurled ring are ~ 5/8" in diameter. The threaded parts look like 

a fine pitch 1/4" thread.

This periodic posting is intended as a gentle nudge and suggestion 
which should improve the quality of posts to the BoatAnchors list, and 
maintain our excellent (and high) signal to noise ratio... 


The list culture has developed to include "for sale" and "wanted" 
posts. Originally, all buying and selling traffic was focused on 
finding parts to complete a restoration. As the list has evolved, 
there has been an increase in buying and selling activity, which 
may not be all bad. 


There is, however, a real need to observe certain conventions, lest 
this otherwise benign activity turn into a real disturbance to the 


real purpose of the list: discussions of radio equipment using 
vaccuum tubes, including the life and times of the designers and 
users of such gear. 


Please observe these guidelines: 


There is never a reason for an auction post or update on the 
Boatanchors List... comments about gear at auction elsewhere are noise, 
and those who would care already visit the auction sites, 

and those who do not frequent the auctions do not want to hear 

about it... simple policy 


1) LIMIT the frequency of for sale postings... once a month is a

First let me express my thanks to everyone who responded to my inquiry, the 
SB102 audio problem is 

now solved, and I have some interesting findings I wish to share with tthe 
group. 


The problems in my unit may explain the predominance of "tinny audio" I have 
encountered in several 

SB10X and HW10X transceivers I've owned. My resurected SB102 now sounds 
great, more like what 

I'm used to hearing in other transceivers. 


The audio in my SB102 was distorted basically because most of the resistors 
surrounding the 6GW8 

twin-audio tube were way-off their nominal values. The 100 ohm resistor 
dropping the high voltage to 

the plate of the power amp was cracked and read 46 ohms vs. the 100 ohm 
niminal value. The other 

resistors biasing the screen grid and control grid had gone high so screen 
voltage was 1/2 of normal. 

The resistors biasing the first section of the tube (voltage amp) were 
likewise generally double their 

normal values. The result was an audio section operating more like class-C 
than class-A. In addition, 

I found the existing output transformer to have a secondary resistance of 5 
ohms while a replacement 

measured 16 ohms total resistance across the secondary. i don't know why, 
but perhaps running the 

output tube out-of-bounds for an extended period had a deliterious effec on 
the transformer so I replaced 

it. 


Results: The audio isn't tinny or harsh like most Heath SB/HW transceivers 
I've heard/owned. Its smooth 

and full-bodied like other transceivers and a pleasure to listen to even 
through the heath SP-600 speaker. 


I strongly suggest that anyone with a 25-30 year old SB/HW transceiver check 
the audio output stage 

and replace as many carbon comp. resistors with nice new metal-film 
resistors. The results are worth 

the effort and may save you the chore of finding a new output transformer 
too....
